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Police accused of targeting bar 



BRIDPORT police have come under fire amid 
concerns their efforts to control drunken behav¬ 
iour in the run up to Christmas unfairly singled 
out one town centre bar. 

The owner of East Street’s No 10 Cafe Bar Paul Hin- 
des claims to have “lost count” of the number of po¬ 
lice visits to his premises during busy times over the 
period, describing the interest in his venue as feeling 
like “just harassment.” 

But Bridport police have denied singling out No 10, 
insisting police visits were part of a town-wide oper¬ 
ation to crack down on drunks. 

Launched at the beginning of December, Operation 
Protect promised police checks across town to ensure 
landlords were meeting their licensing conditions - 
one of which is to ensure customers are not allowed to 
drink too heavily. 

But Mr Hindes - who has been in the pub and bar 
business for more than 40 years - described the police 
attention on his premises as “very abnormal.” 

The 69-year-old said: “I have no criticism of local 
police, we are not anti-police here. But the treatment 
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we are getting is very abnormal in my experience. 

“The police licensing officer for West Dorset came in 
two Fridays before Christmas. We are allowed 60 peo¬ 
ple in here. We had counted 60, but she counted 62 
and threatened to close us down. That’s very abnor¬ 
mal. 

“After that, beat policemen visited us four more 
times that night. The night after that I lost count of the 
number of times they came. That just feels like ha¬ 
rassment. 

“The funny thing is every other bar in town was 
packed except us. That in itself is fine, I have no prob¬ 
lem with other landlords. 

“What I have a problem with is that we are differen¬ 
tiated from the others. Nowhere else got checked like 
we did. The police are only ever interested in us. 

“It’s so disheartening, so depressing. 

“I don’t claim to get everything right all the time but 
if we get it wrong we hold our hands up and put it 
right. We resent being treated like a bunch of crimi¬ 
nals.” 

Town Councillor Ross Kayes also expressed con¬ 
cerns that the police operation might be construed as 
too heavy handed. 

She said: “No-one wants to see drunken violence on 
the streets, and no-one wants establishments to be en¬ 
couraging it, but likewise, no one likes to see the po¬ 
lice being too heavy handed. 

“There is a fine balance between making reasonable 
spot checks on publicans and what can appear to be 
harassment. 

“The police going in three or four handed and re¬ 
peatedly on the same night, when there has been no 
trouble, just to ask for information that they could see 
by appointment during the day, makes me ask ques¬ 
tions.” 

Ms Kayes came to the defence of Mr Hindes earlier 
in the year after his bar was given a closure notice be¬ 
cause one of its CCTV cameras was being repaired. 

She said: “I have asked for a special meeting with 
Inspector Darby in order to discuss these matters be¬ 
cause whilst I have enormous respect for and work 
closely with our local police on a range of issues, I 
think on this one they are getting it wrong.” 

Bridport police said because the license for No 10 is 


currently under review by West Dorset District Coun¬ 
cil, they were unable to comment on specific details, 
but denied the bar was being singled out.

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BORN in Cambridge, Jake Reilly trained as a cab¬ 
inet maker in Hackney, London, before moving 
to Blandford Forum in Dorset. 

He made bespoke furniture and fitted kitchens 
before becoming factory manager for a com¬ 
pany making eco-house kits. The 44-year-old is 
now production manager for renowned shep¬ 
herd hut makers Plankbridge. 

He now lives in Dorchester with his wife and 
two sons. 


• WHAT does your job entail? 

My job entails overseeing our workshop and team of 
eight hut-makers, ensuring that each bespoke hut is 
built and finished on schedule and to the exacting stan¬ 
dards that our customers expect. I also have to build 
huts myself so the job has a good variety. 

• WHY are shepherds huts so popular? 

Shepherds huts, once a common feature of the south¬ 
ern chalk downlands, fell out of use as farming practices 
changed but have had something of a renaissance 
since around 2000 when they began being built again 
for modern uses. 

The huts that we make are fully insulated, totally 
weather proof and can be laid out however the cus¬ 
tomer wishes. They can have additional double glazed 
windows fitted, single or double doors, wood burning 
stoves, under floor heating, electric wiring for lights and 
power or solar panels. We then fit them with bespoke 
furniture such as beds, dressers, cupboards, fold down 
desks etc. 

They can be used as a garden room for enjoying a 
view, as a spare room for guests, as a home office or 
artists retreat, a teenagers den or a bolt hole for a quiet 
cup of tea away from the clamour of modern life. 

• HOW much work goes into them? 

They are built to a traditional design but with many im¬ 
proved features. They have a steel chassis, cast iron 
wheels made in Frome and the rest of the hut is built 
at our workshop in Piddlehinton. Each hut is built from 
beginning to end by one hut-maker, who is responsible 
for everything that goes in it. It takes around four to six 
weeks to complete. This craftsman approach gives the 
customer the best quality product and the hut-maker 
a great sense of pride in their work. 

• HAVE you always liked building things? 

I have always made things with wood, from helping my 
dad build bookshelves as a boy, to making dens and 
tree houses and then training as a cabinet maker. It is 
immensely satisfying to see a project through from be¬ 



ginning to end and to know that all the work has been 
done by you. 

• IS living/work space becoming increasingly im¬ 
portant to people? 

We have built many huts for customers who run their 
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own businesses from home, and want to have separate 
space from the house to do so. They may need the 
room in the house for a growing family and a hut allows 
them to continue without the expense of renting office 
space. The hut can always be changed internally if re¬ 
quirements change. 

• WHAT is the most interesting living space you 
have ever seen? 

In the mid 90s I travelled round Europe with a group of 
friends and met many British travellers in vehicles that 
they had converted such as a Panorama Coach which I 
helped build a kitchen for. Probably the most amazing 
was a removals lorry that had been converted into a 
beautiful home for a family of four. It had a fold-down 
balcony made from the tailgate, a boot room, a kitchen 
area, a sitting area with a wood burner, a sleeping pod 
for the kids and up a spiral staircase built out of old 
school desks complete with lifting lids for storage and 
the parents'bed area. I would love to take an old vehicle 
and convert it in to a living space complete with lots of 
clever storage and space saving ideas myself. 

• WHAT do you like about living in Dorset? 

Having moved from East London we have never regret¬ 
ted it or wanted to return. West Dorset is such a beau¬ 
tiful part of the world, with such a variety of great 
beaches and walks, great country pubs, delicious local 
beers and friendly people. 

• WHAT do you hope for 2013? 

In 2013 I hope to help Plankbridge build on the suc¬ 
cesses of the last several years. I would like to start play¬ 
ing badminton again after an injury has kept me away 
for a few months. All the usual resolutions; get fit, lose 
weight etc. but also to do more exploring in Dorset. 

• WHAT objects do you always carry with you? 

I always carry my phone and my Leatherman Wave 
multi-tool, which my sons bought for my birthday 2 
years ago. I use it every single day at work and now feel 
lost without it. 

• WHO would play you in the biopic movie of your 
life? 

I asked my so called friends who might play me in the 
biopic of my life and got Danny De Vito, Brad Pitt and 
Martin Clunes! Make of that what you will.

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New visitor centre for Hardy's cottage 


THE area around the cottage 
where novelist and poet Thomas 
Hardy was born is to be trans¬ 
formed by a grant worth nearly 
half a million pounds. 

The Heritage Lottery Fund 
(HLF) has awarded a £495,000 
grant for the development of a 
visitor centre and education 
trails in Thorncombe Wood, 
which surrounds the cottage in 
Higher Bockhampton, Dorch¬ 
ester. 

The project is a joint partner¬ 
ship between Dorset County 
Council and the National Trust. 

DCC said their aim is "to bring 
together the cottage and sur¬ 
rounding landscape for the first 
time." 

Work is due to start in Septem¬ 
ber with the visitor centre due to 
open by Easter 2014. 

Situated on the edge of Thorn¬ 
combe Wood, where the Dorset 
countryside rangers'building is 
currently located, the new visitor 
centre will give improved access 
to the cottage where Hardy was 
born in 1840. 

Visitors to the timber-built visi¬ 
tor centre will find information 
about the writer and the nearby 
landscape which influenced his 
work. 

The centre will have space for 
school and community groups 
as well as a catering area with 
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toilets and some retail space. 

Councillor Robert Gould, cabi¬ 
net member for the environment 
at DCC, described the project as 
"exciting." 

He said: "It's great that we now 
have secured funding for this ex¬ 
citing project. 

"Our aim has been to share the 
place and land that Thomas 
Hardy loved and drew inspira¬ 
tion from." 

Helen Sharp, the National Trust 
fundraising manager, was thank¬ 
ful for the grant. 

She said: "We are really grateful 
for the support of Heritage Lot¬ 
tery Fund for this project. 

She added: "Thomas Hardy is a 
well respect literary figure 
around the world and through 
this we can improve the way vis¬ 
itors to Hardy's birthplace under¬ 
stand him, his works and 
especially how his beloved 
Dorset influenced him through¬ 
out his life." 

As well as funding from the 
HLF, the project has also received 
donations from the Garfield We¬ 
ston Trust, the Fine Family Foun¬ 
dation, the Kinsurdy Trust, and 
the Hardy Society.

A spokesman for Bridport Police 
said: “Officers working on Opera¬ 
tion Protect visited a whole host of 
premises in Bridport. 

“Our interests are based on pro¬ 
tecting the public and making sure 
premises adhere to their licensing 
objectives. 

“That is why officers attended 
numerous premises.” 

He added: “No 10 is now subject 
to a statutory review process and 
numerous other premises have 


been and will be subject to licens¬ 
ing visits as per Operation Pro¬ 
tect.” 

With the terms of his bar’s li¬ 
cense being reviewed, Mr Hines 
claims any further licensing condi¬ 
tions would force him to shut the 
doors for good. 

He said: “We already operate 
under what is probably the most 
punitive license in West Dorset. 
They say they are not trying to 
close us, but they are ratcheting up 
the conditions to the extent that we 


are going to have to close if it goes 
on like this. 

“We’re not in it for profit - any 
money we make gets ploughed 
back into music, giving local mu¬ 
sicians a chance. 

He added: “I am retired. I don’t 
need to run the place - it’s like my 
garden shed, something I do for 
pleasure. If we closed it wouldn’t 
make any difference to my fi¬ 
nances. But we employ 16 people 
here and they depend on us for 
work. It’s them that I worry about.” 


Organiser Simon Miles was glad the miserable 
weather had not put a dampener on the day.

BMW reveals new version of popular Z4 roadster, for March 2013 


• New entry-level BMWZ4 sDrive 18ijoins range 

• Striking Pure Traction Design package revealed 

• Enhanced level of standard equipment 


BMW has revealed a new version of the popu¬ 
lar Z4 roadster which will go on sale in March, 
2013-80 years after we first offered such an 
exciting concept. Currently BMW's only two 
seat drop-top to be offered, the BMW Z4 now 
comes with a new entry-level sDrivel 8i, while 
at the same time the Pure Traction Design 
package boasts a level of sophistication and 
high specification not seen on a Z4 before. 

The new BMW Z4 sDrivel 8i engine heralds a 
new entry point into BMW Z4 ownership. 
Priced from £27,610 OTR this new derivative 
uses a de-tuned version of an existing 2.0-litre 
four-cylinder twin-scroll turbocharged engine. 
Producing 156hp at 5,000rpm from its 1,997cc 
powerplant the car is capable of zero to 62mph 
time of 7.9 seconds before going on to a top 
speed of 137mph. It manages to do this while 
still recording 41.5mpg and emissions of just 



159g/km. 

Some of the existing engines have also re¬ 
ceived enhancements to improve their overall 
performance. The BMW Z4 sDrive20i comes 
with a 184hp engine that achieves 41,5mpg 
and 159g/km C02.The model is the most pop¬ 
ular derivative of Z4 currently accounting for 
80 percent of sales. 

Further up the range and the four-cylinder 
twin-scroll turbocharged sDrive28i, and the six- 
cylinder twin-turbocharged sDrive35i and the 
sDrive35is offer customers greater perform¬ 
ance courtesy of their respective 245hp, 306hp 
and 340hp power outputs. All cars are rated at 
an electronically-limited 155mph top speed. 

Transmitting the power to the road is a six- 
speed manual gearbox as standard. Customers 
can also specify an eight-speed automatic with 
gear shift paddles located on the steering 
wheel, while buyers of the BMW Z4 sDrive35is 
have a seven-speed Double Clutch Transmis¬ 
sion, again with gear shift paddles, as standard.

A new look

Pune on December 20th the 
22-year-old, batting at num¬ 
ber six came in England 
wobbling on 100 for 4 be¬ 
fore crashing a 21-ball 34 
which included three 6s. 

However the hosts eased 
to a relatively comfortable 
five-wicket win. 

Two days later there was 
better news for the tourists 
with Buttler unbeaten with 
a seven-ball 15 as skipper 
Eoin Morgan smashed a 
straight six off the last ball 
to secure an impressive six 
wicket triumph. 

After returning home to 
the UKButtler is joined by 
Somerset colleague Craig 
Kieswetter and the pair re¬ 
turn to India after the festive 
break for the five 50 over 
one day internationals be¬ 
ginning in Rajkot on Janu¬ 
ary 11th.

Back at Taunton there is 
encouraging news ahead of 
the 2013 campaign. 

Pete Trego, who had such 
a magnificent 2012 season, 
has put pen to paper and 
signed a new three-year 
contract to stay at the 
County Ground. 

The Weston-super-Mare 
born all-rounder was 
crowned FTI Most Valuable 
Player across all 17 counties 


after scoring 897 runs and 
taking 67 wickets in all com¬ 
petitions. 

Trego will be joined by 
Pakistani Abdur Rehman.

Almost the perfect result 


IT was unlikely, barring a disaster, that ei¬ 
ther of Bob Buckler's runners in the Betfred 
Novices' Chase at Ascot just before Christ¬ 
mas was going to win with the highly rated 
Simonsig in the race, but it almost turned 
into the perfect race in the circumstances. 

Buckler saddled Sulpius who was run¬ 
ning his third race in eleven days following 
two wins at Folkestone and Fontwell, and 
the inexperienced Ashbourne Folly, who 
only returned to racing this month after 
being sidelined for 20 months after a po¬ 
tentially fatal accident in only his second 
race of his career. 

Outsiders in the five-horse race, Buckler 
knew if both jumped to their potential he 
would pick up some rich pickings even for 
the minor placings. 

JE Moore kept Sulpius in touch with the 
leader Act of Kalanisi who dropped back 
after the sixth and subsequently fell at the 
next along with Dare Me. Unfortunately 
they badly hampered Ashbourne Folly 
who unseated Andrew Glassonbury at the 
next fence, leaving just Simonsig and 
Sulpius in the race. 

Eventually Barry Geraghty let the Arkle 
Chase favourite off the bridle and he strode 
away to a 49 length victory. 

But Sulpius maintained his superb jump¬ 
ing form to claim the £6,360 second prize, 
which with the other prize money being di¬ 
vided among the finishers totalled around 


£9k. 

Buckler said: "It was almost the perfect re¬ 
sult. Unfortunately Ashbourne Folly was 
badly hampered and almost knocked over 
by the others falling and being inexperi¬ 
enced in a high class fast race, he didn't 
quite regain his balance in time for the next 
fence and unseated Andrew. 

"You have to remember that he went 
straight to chasing after returning from in¬ 
jury so has no hurdling experience and the 
fences at Ascot are big."

Sulpius who was once again running at 
the shorter distance of 2m 3f instead of his 
ideal 3m produced another sparkling dis- 
play. 

"Once again he jumped a lovely round 
and did very nicely. 

"Simonsig is rated at 166 so unless he 
made a terrible blunder and over the 
shorter distance he was not going to really 
worry him, but he picked up £2k more 
prize money for finishing second than he 
did in winning his last three races." 

There was less to cheer about with Buck¬ 
ler's two other horses that ran. 

Dora Canina finished one from last in a 
2m bumper at Wincanton on Boxing Day. 

"Her problem is speed. She is not very 
fast, but Giles Hawkins who rode her said 
she needs three miles. 


"She has been schooled over hurdles at 
home so we can look for a long distabnce 
hurdle race for her or even go point-to- 
pointing." 

Baron Sutton confirmed he does not like 
racing when pulled up in the Haygain Hay 
Steamers Clean Healthy Forage Novices' 
Hurdle atTowcester. 

After racing keenly at the start, he lost in¬ 
terest and stopped three from home. 

"It would appear he is not a racehorse," • 
said Buckler. "We have checked him out to 
see if there is a physical problem, and if 
there is something that is hurting him, but 
have drawn a blank. 

"It appears to be a mindset problem, and 
he will now be retired and found another 
job." 

Buckler hedges his bets with the weather 
over the New Year, with Ashbourne Folly, 
following on from his Ascot race, and 
Never Say Never entered to run at Exeter 
yesterday, and also declared for Lingfield 
on Friday where The Sawyer, who turned 
13 on New Year's Day is entered in the Ted 
Long Challenge Cup Handicap Chase. 

Never Say Never who looked promising 
in his first two bumpers in the spring re¬ 
turned after the summer break making 
noises and has subsequently had a throat 
operation, and hopes to show his potential 
in another bumper.

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Senior's plea for fans support 


BRIDPORT boss Trevor Senior has 
made an impassioned plea to fans 
for support following a dismal fi¬ 
nancial year for the club culminat¬ 
ing in the postponements of the 
two home fixtures over the Christ¬ 
mas period due to a waterlogged 
St Mary's Field. 

The former Reading striker had 
already been called to a meeting 
with the management committee 
to discuss the situation which saw 
his budget cut, when the games 
against BarnstapleTown on Satur¬ 
day 22nd and Boxing Day's local 
derby with Gillingham Town were 
called off. 

"This has just added to the prob¬ 
lem," said Senior."We were looking 
for a good crowd at both games, 
particularly on Boxing Day. It not 
only hits the gate receipts, it af¬ 
fects the snack bar and clubhouse 
bar takings." 

It has not been a happy year fi¬ 


nancially for the club which began 
when the club's premises were 
flooded in the storms of July 
which saw the clubhouse and the 
pitch under over a foot of water. 

The cost of the clear up and the 
loss of revenue from functions is 
estimated to have cost the club 
£10k, with the clubhouse only 
completely refurbished in Novem¬ 
ber. 

The situation has been exacer¬ 
bated by this season's fixture list 
which has seen the Bees at home 
just six times in eighteen games. 

With cash flow seriously de¬ 
pleted, the club have had to use 
some of their savings to supple¬ 
ment costs, and called the meet¬ 
ing with Senior to discuss the 
situation. 

Chairman Adrian Scadding ex¬ 
plained: "We have a healthy bank 
balance but the situation has 
forced us to use some of it to

cover the shortfall. 

"We are looking to the future so 
thought it prudent to make cuts 
now, including the playing 
budget, to ensure that we main¬ 
tained a healthy situation. 

"Trevor offered to resign if it 
would help. We told him we be¬ 
lieved in him and asked that he 
just take a cut, along with ex¬ 
penses to the players." 

Senior said: "The floods in the 
summer and the lack of home 
games have taken its toll, and we 
still need to pay for things like the 
minibus to travel to away games. 

"Unfortunately we have had to 
trim our budget in the foreseeable 
future which means that we can¬ 
not pay the players travelling ex¬ 
penses. 


"We cannot afford to pay our 
players very much and that is 
mainly in helping with fuel as we 
have some who travel from 
Southampton, Gloucestershire 
and Wincanton. 

"I have spoken to them all and 
explained the situation and they 
have been very supportive, but it 
is not fair for them to have to 
cover the cost. 

"They play because they love 
the club, but we don't want to be 
losing any of them to club's closer 
to where they live because they 
can't afford to travel. 

"I did offer to stand down if it 
would help the situation, but the 
club didn't want me to and see it 
hopefully as a short term thing 
and just want to protect the assets 
they have until things pick up. 

"That's why I am calling on the 
fans to also do their bit to support 
the club. 


"They are very loyal and already 
do a lot for the club, but it would 
be great if they could attend as 
many home games as possible, 
which in the New Year, because of 
the fixture programming and 
postponements will mean nearly 
every Saturday until the end of 
the season. 

"I know it's a big ask, supporters 
are used to a home game every 
other week, but we need to re¬ 
cover some of the revenue we 
have lost so that we can get back 
to paying the players. 

"Their encouragement will also 
help lift the players, and whilst we 
haven't had the best of luck re¬ 
cently, I am sure they will benefit 
from playing in front of their own 
fans." 

The Bees latest match at Bitton 
last Saturday was called off early 
in the day because of a water¬ 
logged pitch.
